Kuller had been arrested last night 
at 6 o’clock as he left his offices in 
the trust company building. He was 
questioned and requestioned until 5 
o’clock this .morning, ' when’ - the 
cha was made against him and he 
was placed in jail. 

The accused man, an associate of 
Harry H. Weinberger, formerly 
president of the Hobart Trust Com- 
pany, was defended by Mansfield G. 
Amlicka, a law associate of Mr. 
Weinberger. Mr. Amlicka sued out 
a writ of habeas corpus to e that 
his. client’s preliminary bail of 
$100,000 had been excessive. After 
the indictment Kuller sought release 
in bail of $25,000, but the collateral 
offered required a‘ check-up and 
Kuller went back to jail for the 
night. 

oseph Bongiorno, also known as 
Kid Steech, was another who was in- 
dicted.

United States Suspends Practice of 
Keeping Craft in European Waters. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (#).—The 
practice of keeping erican naval 
forces in European waters has been 
suspended indefinitely, Secretary 
Adams said today.

ASCEND ECUADOR VOLCANO. 


California Scientists Climb to Crater 
of Chimborazo. 
QUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Sept. 20

California Technology — Institute, 
headed by Robert T. Moore of Pasa- 
dena, who last April made the first 
‘ascent to the summit of the Sangay 
volcano, has accomplished another 
feat in ascending the great Chim- 
borazo volcano. The party attained 


the highest peak following the same 
route which Edward Whimper used 
fifty years ago. 

The group’started from Riobamba 
on Aug. 2% and finally reached its 
goal 20,900 feet above sea level on 
Aug. 28. 

Important. zoological specimens 
were collected. At an altitude of 
16,000 feet, where there was virtually 
only one form of plant life, the party 
found the ‘‘Chimborazo Hill star,’’ 
a beautifully colored blue and green 
humming bird. 

The party which reached the sum- 
mit consisted of Mr. Moore, his son 
Terris, Waddell Austin and Paul 
Austin. Mrs. Moore and their daugh- 
ter, Karline, accompanied the group 
to the snow line, 17,000 feet high. 


CROTON SHORT OF WATER. 


Rains Afforded Only Temporary 
Relief After Long Drought.

CROTON, Sept. 20.—Croton, whose 
very name suggests water to New 
Yorkers, is threatened with a short- 
age of it. The situation is not criti- 
cal, however. 

There are water reserves for New 
York City impounded for forty miles 


back of the big Cornell dam in Cro- 
ton, But the village of Croton 
pumps its water from artesian wells 
in the Croton River basin below the 
Cornell dam. In ordinary times 
enough water flows over the dam 
and settles into the ground below it 
to give Croton Village an abundant 
supply. But this season there has 
been no overflow. It has been neces- 
sary lately to operate Croton’s pumps 
twenty-four hours a day to supply 
the village. Two recent rainstorms 
gave temporary relief, but more rain 
is needed.

OF GERMANY MEET 


Young Plan Discussion, Barred 
at Present, to Be Taken 
Up at Later Gathering. 








WORLD MARKETS SURVEYED 





Shifting of Economic Centre to the 
Pacific Seen as Due in Large 
Part to American Influence.

DUESSELDORF, Sept. 20.— The 
Pacific Ocean is slowly but surely 
becoming a pivotal point in world 
economics and one of the chief rea- 
sons for this is to be found in the 
ascendancy of American capital and 
the growth of American political in- 
terests in that part of the globe, 
Professor Dr. Carl Duisberg told the 
delegates to the annual convention of 


the German Federation of Industries, 
which opened here today. Other fae- 
tors contributing to this shifting of 
the economic centre of gravity from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific are to be 
found, he said, in the rapid economic 
advance of Japan, the Asiatic move- 
ment toward political independence 
which is becoming a reality in China 
and the increasing economic orienta- 
tion of Australia with reference to 
North and South America. 

Probably the most significant inci- 
dent at today’s session was the an- 
nouncement by Dr. Duisberg that the 
executive board, of which he is chair- 
man, urgently requested the con- 
vention to defer discussion of the 
Young plan until next Autumn, when 
a special meeting of the federation 
to be convoked at Berlin would be 
devoted exclusively to the repara- 
tions problem, as it was deemed in- 
advisable to discuss Germany’s new 
commitments before the subsidiary 
committees appointed at The Hague 
had completed their work and the 
Reichstag had definitely taken ac- 
tion. The federation’s directorate, it 
was announced, would prepare mean- 
while a comprehensive memorial on 
the subject for the information of 
its members. 


Reform Program Expected. 


With more than 2,000 representa- 
tives of all branches of German in- 
dustry attending, the present gather- 
ing, which, incidentally, marks the 
federation’s tenth anniversary, may 
be set down as presaging the early 


inauguration of semipolitical activ- 
ities by the federation, which is ex- 
pected to proclaim a reform program 
which will be submitted to the 
Reich’s government and which wili 
deal with some of the more urgent 
financial, economic and social prob- 
lems confronting the nation. 

While the convention addresses are 
intended to deal only broadly with 
some of the outstanding problems of 
German economics, it was indicated 
in the course of Professor Duisberg’s 
welcoming address that the federa- 
tion would include in its ‘reform 
program’’ the full range of all those 
economic and social issues with 
which Germany is compelled to 
grapple today, and which have an 
immediate bearing on her repara-, 
tions obligations. Under these con- 
ditions the federation’s executive 
board, after mature deliberation, 
unanimously voted urgently to re- 
quest the convention and its mem- 
bers to refrain from including the 
Young plan in the range of topics to 
be discussed. 

“I frankly confess that this resolu- 
tion, which was wholly dictated by, 
patriotic considerations, was not an 
easy decision for us to take in view 
of the prevailing critical situation,’’ 
Dr. Duisberg told the meeting, add- 
ing that the federation, as the de- 
fender of a sound national economy, 
would nevertheless insist that the 
government put into early effect 
such ce, financial and social 
reforms as were deemed imperative 
for the nation’s welfare.

Discussing American penetration in 
the Far East, Dr. Duisberg said: 

‘The United States has become the 
first power in the Pacific area, hav- 
ing already eclipsed England and 
Japan—not wholly as a result of the 


war, but certainly because of the in- 
itiative and energy inherent in this 
people, which navigated the Pacific 
before other nations gave it a 
thought.”’ 

Germany’s most promising Oriental 
markets, in the opinion of this speak- 
er, are China and India. He said 
he believed there was a sympathetic 
chord uniting Germany and China, 
because the former was the first for- 
eign government to’ recognize the 
Nanking régime, and also because 
China, in common with Germany, 
was suffering under foreign pres- 
sure. 

The Russian example, he believed, 
failed to prove the soundness of the 
Marxian theory and its economic jus- 
tification. It proved, on the contrary, 
he said, that human happiness was 
not to be attained with such experi- 
ments, while the Socialistic experi- 
ment in Australia was also proving 
unsuccessful. 

Dr. Ludwig Kastl, one of the Ger- 
man delegates to the Paris confer- 
ence of reparations experts, in dis- 
cussing problems of international 
economy, said he believed the repara- 
tions problem was intimately inter- 
woven with.the world’s economic 
situation, in- relation to which it 
involved the questions of export mar- 
kets, consumption’ and capital, and 
that it compelled rarer to find 
the largest possible outlet for her 
prods The resultant pressure on 

rman exports, he declared, not

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The approach- 
ing abandonment of the British man- 
date for Iraq, which was announced 
in Bagdad yesterday, was hailed with 
relief today by virtually every Lon- 
don newspaper, whether Labor, Lib- 
eral or: Conservative in politics. 

From Downing Street there came 
no official statement beyond con- 
firmation of the news that England 
would recommend Iraq's admission 
into the League of Nations in 1932. 

It is estimated tonight that Britain 
has spent $1,000,000,000 policing Iraq 
since the end of the war. Lord 
Beaverbrook’s Daily Express com- 

lains that the taxpayers have noth- 

ng in their kets to show for so 
much expenditure. 

The London Times suggests, how- 
ever, that in the forthcoming Anglo- 
Iraq treaty, England should de- 
mand military rights along the Per- 
‘sian Gulf and economic concessions 
in the Mosul oil fields to pay for all 
that she has spent in Mesopotamia 
during the past ten years. 

“It is to be hoped,’’ says The Lon- 
don Times, ‘‘that the treaty will rec- 
ognize the particular interests of the 
British Empire in the country which 
lies on the air route to India and is 
in close proximity to the chief source 
of the liquid fuel on which the Brit- 
ish fleet depends.”’ 

It is taken for granted that Britain 
will demand military concessions in 
the vital Persian Gulf area. Whether 
the Labor Government will go fur- 
ther and demand concessions in the 
vast Mosul oil fields is a more prob- 
lematical matter, which is already 
beginning to interest political obser- 
vers here.

rouncement of the Washington | 
agreement as occasion to make | 
things unpleasant for the ‘‘ins.” 

There had been several attempts | 
at revolution in Bolivia before the | 
Fort Vanguardia incident last De- | 
cember, and many close observers of 
South American politics are unkind 
enough to suggest that the skirmish 
was forced pe | President Hernando 
Siles to consolidate his ition. At 
any rate, the skirmish had that ef- 
fect, and the loud war talk quieted 
the revolutionary movement. 

It now appears to be active again. 
The Government has forbidden the 
entrance to Bolivian territory of for- 
mer President Savendra, who has 
been one at Mollendo, Peru. He 
is the leader of the opposition, and 
his projected return to La Paz was 
thought by many to be the signal 
for a determined movement against 
President Siles. 

President José P. Guggiari of Para- 
guay had not been in office long 
enough when the Fort Vanguardia 
incident occurred for the outs to 
have organized, but they appear to 
have done so now so effectually that 
the President persuaded Congress 
last week to declare martial law, 
under which the i Phage party sus- 
pended the constitutional guarantees 
of free speech and a free press and 
immediately began deporting leading 
politicians not members. of the 
‘government party.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—A dec- 
laration that Old Guard Republican 
leaders would do everything possible 
to prevent President Hoover from 
being drawn into the tariff contro- 
versy, no matter how vigorous the 
Democratic attacks might become, 
was made in the Senate today by 
Senator Watson, the majority floor 
leader, following a speech in which 
Senator Harrison, Democrat, of Mis- 
sissippi, rallied the Republicans be- 
cause of the President’s ‘‘silence’’ in 
regard to the bill. 

Senator Harrison expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Hoover was ‘‘keep- 
ing the members of his own party 
in the Department of Justice in the 
dark.’’ 

Senators Watson and Smoot were 
taunted by Senator Harrison for al- 
leged statements that Mr. Hoover 
would sign the bill, and he asked 
why Mr. Hoover would not now 
‘‘take them into his confidence’ and 
reveal his full attitude toward the 
legislation. Senator Watson replied 
with great emphasis: 

“So far as I have any influence on 
the President of the United States, 
he will not engage in this contro- 
versy.” 


Drops Flexible Tariff Plan. 


This incident, together with aban- 
donment by the Old Guard Republi- 
cans of one of their cardinal pro- 
posals regarding the flexible tariff 
provisions of the bill, and a predic- 


tion by Senator Watson that there 
wou!d be ‘‘no tariff bill’’ if Demo- 
crais insisted on obtaining so much 
corporation income tax data, were

The about face in regard to the 
flexible tariff sections came when 
Mr. Smoot declared he was prepared 
to abandon the plan backed by 
Finzncs Committee Republicans to 
base tariff readjustment under the 
flez:ible clauses, on ‘‘conditions of 
coricetition,’’ instead of on ‘‘costs 
of production” as the law now 
stands. This group had consistently 
dem2inded that ‘‘comnpetitive condi- 
tions’’ be made the base, and had 
resisted all Democratic onslaughts 
ag-inst the proposal. 

Mr. Smoot, however, said today 
that a ‘‘tentative decision’’ had been 
reached to discard the proposed lan- 
guage. Later, Senator Watson de- 
clared that it would be thrown out 
of the bill. 

Mr. Watson, in forecasting that 
there would be ‘“‘no tariff bill’ if 
Democrats continued to demand full 
details of corporation income-tax 
profits, said that to obtain these fig- 
ures would require two or three 
months and untold labor by the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue. 


To Notify Democrats Monday. 


The Republicans of the Finance 
Committee met today and decided to 
call a meeting of the full committee 
on Monday when the Democrats will 
te informed that compliance with 
their requests will be virtually im- 
possible. 

“Then,” Mr. Watson said, ‘‘it will 
be up to the Democrats to do what 
they want—and the country will be 
told what they do.”’

Starting his attack on President 
Hoover’ as soon ‘as the Senate met, 
Senator Harrison remarked: 

‘There ‘has been a good deal of 
criticism by the people generally, the 
press and Senators, including some 
of the Republican leaders, of the 
attitude of the President because of 
his’ silence over the tariff bill.’’

Says Hoover Stated His Position. 


Senator Watson said the President 
had ‘“‘announced at the beginning of 
his term that he did not intend, un- 
less absolutely forced into the posi- 
tion, to say anything about any 
legislation while it was pending in 
the Congress.” 

“(On many occastons,”’ the Senator 
added, ‘‘I have said to the President, 
‘I think you ought to keep out of 
this tariff controversy while it is 


pending in the Senate of the United 
States’.’ 

Senator Borah asked if Mr. Watson 
had not declared in a radio speech 
that the President favored the bill. 

“T did not say that at all,’’ replied 
Senator Watson. ‘‘How could the 
President approve any’ bill when that 
bill is not even made?’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Lists 
containing about 155 names of cor- 
porations -whove income tax. state- 
ments of profits and other details 
are sought for the purposes of tariff- 
making were made public today by 
Chairman Smoot of the Senate 
Finance Committee, who will 
ward the names to the Treasury.

Players of the Game 





N the day of the final round of 
the national tennis champion- 
ship last week, an official uf the 

United States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion, surveying the panorama of the 
huge stadium at Forest Hills, teem- 
ing with the color and movement of 
9,000 spectators, turned smilingly to 
an associate in the marquee and re- 
marked happily, ‘‘Bill still packs ‘em 
in.’ 

For ten years William Tilden has 
been filling the stadia of America 
and Europe, probably the greatest 
headliner and drawing card the game 
has known. Whether or not the tall, 
symmetrically built champion, who 
has come back to regain his crown 
after an interlude of three years, is 
the finest player who 2ver trod the 
court is a question that lends itself 
to debate. 

Drama on the Courts. 


There is no question, however, of 
who ranks first among the showmen 
of the courts. Not even Mlle. Su- 
zanne Lenglen, in her white robe, 
tripping across the Forest Hills 
| greensward in 1921 with the grace 
/and éclat of a ballet dancer, had a 
more accentuated sense of the dra- 
| matic or a keener faculty for exploit- 
| ing it, consciously or unconsciously. 

Maurice McLoughlin, the Comet, 
was a more spectacular player than 
Tilden; William Johnston’s forehand 
was more stunning in its speed than 
| the Philadelphian’s; Richard Norris 
| Williams was a more daring shot- 
| maker than Tilden; Norman Brookes 
| was just as much of a wizard in his 
'day, and Henri Cochet has a more 
| gifted touch and far more natural 
| ability than has been Tilden’s en- 
| dowment. Yet, while all five of them 
have won a pace for themselves 
| among the immortals of tennis, none, 
| with the possible exception of Mc- 
| Loughlin, has had the genius for 
| playing, happily or unhappily, upon 
| the feelings of a gallery. possessed by 


| the Philadelphia master. 


Started Stage Career Early. 





| This sense of the dramatic, the 
| propensity for catching the pubiic, 
| arousing its curiosity and swaying 
its mood, made itself manifest in Til- 
den’s career long before he had 
acquired any degree of skill with a 
racquet. As a schoolboy at German- 
town Academy he lived in the make- 
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believe world of the amateur theat- 
ricals of the Academy Belfry Club. 
Knowing this love of the stage, 
which is paramount with him today 
and which has sent him this week on 
a theatrical expedition to London, 
one can appreciate better why it is 
that his tennis career has had so 
vivid an appeal to the crowd. 


Often on Brink of Defeat. 


Knowing this, one can, understand 
why it was that Tilden, in the days 
of his most sweeping sway, had so 
many narrow escapes from defeat at 
the hands of inferior players. He 
was mercly setting the stage each 
time for a dramatic comeback and 
hair-raising victory over an opponent 
to whom the sympathy of the gallery 
had gone out at the start as the ‘‘un- 
der dog.’’ 

Knowing this, one can more readily 
understand why he has almost con- 
tinually been at loggerheads and 
swords’ points with executives of the 
national association over rules and 
matters of Davis Cup policy «and 
strategy; why he has challenged so 
many decisions of linesmen; why he 
has been a party to such scenes as

the one staged at Forest Hills !ast 
week, when the gallery looked upon 
the unprecedented spectacle of a 
player on the court appealing to the 
president of the U. S. L. T. A. in 
the face of unfavorable demonstra- 
tions from the stand. 


Knows Game Thoroughly. 


But Tilden’s innate sense of the 
dramatic does not explain everything 
entirely. It will be found almost in- 
variably that whenever the issue is 
joined, whether it be upon rules or 
upon concepts of strategy or style, 
the champion stands upon firm 
ground. His mastery of the game 
does not extend merely to the pro- 
duction of its strokes, to the most 
thorough analysis of the uses and ef 
fects of spin that probably ever nas 
been made or to the grasp that his 
extremely calculating brain has of 
the tactical possibilities of tennis. 
Tilden knows tennis inside and out, 
its rules and regulations and every- 
thing else, and while his reputation 
as a prophet may not be enviable he 
does know exactly where he stands 
and what his rights are every time 
he throws down the gauntlet. 

It took years and years of effort 
for him to make anything of himself 
as a player, with no one to help nim 
as he has aided so many others, and 
the twenty years he spent in the 
school of hard knocks, from the time 
he was seven until he won his first 
national championship in 1920, served 
to make him a stickler for his rights 
and intolerant of mistakes on the 
lines against him. That is partly 
why he has so repeatedly challenged 
decisions, even when he could have 
afforded to give his opponent two 
sets, let alone a single questionable 
point. 


An Expert at Bridge. 


Off the court Tilden handles him- 
self with the same thoroughness and 
zeal for perfection that he does in 
playing tennis. Last Winter found 
him playing in one stock company, 
directing another and organizing a 
third. At bridge he is almost as 
formidable as he is with a racquet. 
Sam Hardy and Wing Lock Wei, 
captain of the Chinese Davis Cup 
team, are among the few bridge 
players in tennis who are in his 
class.

But a ball player who appears in a feature bout 
in a ball park gets nothing except a notice from the 
lecsgzue president that he is suspended for ten days 
and fined $200, current coin of the realm. 

There's no way of reversing the precess, either. 
Gene Tunney Grew down $525,000 for fighting in a 
ball park, but Babe Ruth will never get the same 
amount of money for playing ball in a prize ring.

Portrait of Prince of Wales Is | 
Sent From London to 
Australia in Test. 





MAPS RECORDED ON SHIP) 


Inventor Seeks Use of Stations Here 
to Make Further Demonstrations | 
of Transoceanic Transmission. 








The first transmission of a photo- 
grap over a_ long-distance radio 
channel by means of small portable 
picture sending and receiving units 
which can be linked with telephone 
or telegraph lines was accomplished 
last Wednesday between London and 
Australia by use of the Fultograph 
system, according to Captain Otho | 
Fulton, its inventor, who is now in 
New York. 

Captain Fulton exhibited radio- 
grams from his engineers at London 
and Sydney, Australia, which ad- 
vised that a photograph and a car- | 
toon of the Prince of Wales had 
been successfully sent by Fultograph 
machines linked with the London- | 
Sydney Marconi. beam system, after | 
only two days of testing. The in- | 
ventor said he now has a laboratory | 
in New York and will soon make 
{ransatlantic photograph — sending | 
tests between New York and Lon- | 
don and New York and Sydney. | 

‘If the radio facilities are offered | 
I can send pictures any distance with |

my machines, which are lighter and 


smaller than an_ ordinary  type- 
writer,’’ he declared. ‘‘They require 
no electrical power, but operate 


from a spring motor, which I have 
found more reliable. The pictures 
can be transmitted from a negative, 
and either a positive or negative in- 
tercepted at the receiver by revers- 
ing the action of the recorder. 

“The picture is inscribed visually 
on the paper as the machine oper- 
ates, hence the. paper needs no de- | 
veloping process. It can be placed | 
on a desk and plugged into a tele- | 
phone or telegraph circuit, to which | 
the radio station can be attached by 
the operator, and the photograph 
sent out or intercepted directly.” 

Captain Fulton said his machine 
and method opens a new era in the 
transmission. of photographs for 
journalistic or police identification 
and intelligence work. He said the 
receiver operator can make the in- 
tercepted image either light or dark 
as desired, while the print is being 
recorded. The prints sent from Lon- 
don and intercepted at Sydney were 
recorded on a portable machine such 
as he now is employing in New York 
for further tests, he said. 

During Captain Fulton’s voyage to 
this country early in August on the 
Olympic he is reported to have used 
his machine to intercept weather 
maps from shore transmitters.

Experts at Hague Ban Question of 
Channel Allocation.

THE HAGUE, Sept. 20.—The inter- 
national radio conference devoted all 
its time to technical problems today. 
The question of the allocation of 
radio channels will not be discussed 
by the conference as being outside 
the program and so the fear of a 
collision between the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America and the combined 
British wireless and cable interests, 
which was held in some quarters, is 
at an end. 

Discussions in the four sections 
into which the conference divided 
itself concerned the ways and means 
to prevent and avoid fading and 
other disturbances, the formulation 
of uniform regulations for amateur 
sending licenses and the laying 
down of universal working rules for 
sending and receiving plants.

Pickering Throng to Buy 
His Treasures of Years. 





$2,071 TOTAL FOR FIRST DAY 





Rare Pieces of American Furniture, 
Rugs, Prints and Decorations 
Obtained by Eager Purchasers.

ROSLYN, L. I., Sept. 20.—A pag- 
eant of old Long Island passed be- 
fore the eyes of hundreds of curio- 
lovers here today, the first day of 


the sale of the hundreds of antiques 
which jammed every nook and 
cranny of the tiny shop of William | 
Pickering. i 

It was a pageant of history, but 
the historian was absent. Pickering, 
who knew the intimate details of 
virtually every piece from grand- 
fathers’ clocks to tiny pewter candle- | 
sticks, which at one time or another | 
he had bought, is lying mortally ill 
in the Hospital for Incurables in 
New York. He was rich—rich in 
lore and in the potential value of the 
overflowing stock he possessed. 

But funds were needed  imme- 
diately. Realizing this, his friends 
in Roslyn, rich -and poor, who 
bought his treasures or even merely 
admired and coveted them, turned 
out today. 

The town donated the War Memo- 
rial Hall, just across the street. An 
auctioneer came from the Anderson 
Galleries in Manhattan. The pro- 
ceeds of the first day’s sale amounted 
to $2,071. An equal amount had 
already been acquired through pri- 
vate sale. The auction will continue 
tomorrow. 

It was amazing how much stuff— 
invaluable to Pickering—was crowd- 
ed into the four walls of the tiny 
shop which is tucked beside the road 
at the foot of Clarence Mackay’s es- 
tate, Harbor Hill. It had all got into 
the little building. But when the 
American Legion started to take it 
out, they found that it overflowed 
the ground floor of the Memoria! 
Hall, many times larger. 

Buyers picked up many rare and 
beautiful pieces of old American fur- 
niture, rugs, household goods, prints 
and decorations. The money is going 
to Pickering, who came here penni- 
less more than thirty years ago from 
England, worked as a gardener for 
a time and then became an anti- 
quarian.

No opposition is antici- | 
pated and, following favorable action | 
by that body, the only step neces-' 
sary to make the agreement effec- 
tive will be the formal endorsement 
of the Ministry of Fine Arts. 


American Offices Besieged. 
In anticipation of the eventual | 


approval of the accord French the-| 
atre owners besieged American mo- | 
tion picture offices here today with | 
demands for Fall and Winter sup- 
plies of pictures. A veritable picture 
famine now exists and the losses 


sustained by the French alone 
through the falling off in attendance | 
will run into millions of francs. On 
the American side the companies 
have also suffered heavy losses, for 
not a single film has been sold since 
late last March. 

The controversy has been expen- 
sive for both sides, but from the 
American point of view yesterday’s 
agreement has beén well worth it. 
In the first place, say the Americans, 
the principle of the contingent has 
been definitely shelved in France. 
The application of this theory to the 
importation of American films into 
France and many other European 
countries has amounted to a grave 
threat to America’s dominant posi- 
tion, if not to the greater ‘part of 
American sales abroad. It was this 





phase of the issue which influenced 
the State Department to intervene 
with its identical note addressed to 
half a dozen European governments 
earlier in the year. In the com- 
munication, the department took a 
firm stand against the contingent 
ociple, characterizing it as an ar- 
ificial, internal restraint of trade 
which had no basic justification in 
commercial relations. 


Frontier Tax Suggested. 


Other nations, including Germany, 
Spain, Italy, Austria and Hungary, 
all of which received the State De- 
partment’s note, have been close 
observers of the Franco-American 
controversy. Now that the Ameri- 
cans have succeeded in outlawing the 
principle of the contingent in this 


country, the fight to eliminate the 
same restriction from other markets 


will receive a great impetus. 

Just what will be substituted in its 
place remains to be seen, but it is 
probable that a stiff frontier tax-on 


each film imported will prove to be 
the best way out of the difficulty. 
Amounts ranging fro: 5,000 francs 
(about $200) to 15,000 per film have 
been suggested. 

Another, and to the French more 
important, aspect of yesterday’s set- 
tlement is the fact that the way is 
now open for closer Franco-Ameri- 
can cooperation. Without American 
capital and technical assistance it is 
difficult to conceive how the French 
industry can be reorganized to meet 
the radical changes in the world 
market brought about by talk- 
ing films. On the other hand, the 
American industry has a real prob- 
lem on its hands when it comes to 
supplying foreign markets with talk- 
ing films. Obviously, speaking pic- 
tures in English will not serve. In 
France, it is pointed out, linguistic 
and artistic talent for turning out 
talkies in many languages abounds. 
Hence, there is a strong impression 
in film circles that it will not be 
long before the American companies 
will be producing talkies here in 
cooperation with the French industry 
for France and other European 
countries. 

In any event, French film men are 
optimistic, and this optimism is re- 
flected in press comment regarding 
the agreement. At the Ministry of 
Fine Arts the same hopeful atmos- 
phere is apparent and the public is 
pleased because it is promised a 
supply of its favorite films. 





Cuba Admits Seed Potatoes Free. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—A new 
Cuban decree provides for the duty- 
free entry from Sept. 15 ‘to Feb. 15 
of each year of seven varieties of 
seed potatoes through Havana, Car- 
denas, Caibarien, Nuevitas, Gibara, 
Cienfuegos and Santiago de Cuba, 
and prescribes that shipments must 
be accompanied by an Agricultural 
Department certificate, according to 
a dispatch received at the Depart- 
ment of Commerce today from Fred- 
erick Todd, Commercial Attaché at 
Havana. Shipments must be certi- 
fied before a Cuban consul, showing 
the locality in which the potatoes 
were produced, the name of the pro- 
ducer, the price, variety and sanitary 
condition.

Making a play chiefly of character 
and dialogue, as John McGowan has 
done in ‘‘Nigger Rich,’’ which was 
acted at the Royale last evening, is 
sprightly, but it is likely to be profit- 
less before the evening is over. In 
the first part of this rambling yarn 
about ex-soldiers who are maladjust- 
ed to civilian life, the authenticity of 
the character portraits and the raci- 
ness of the vernacular are not only 
revealing but uncommonly . comic. 
Such actors of the thermodynamic 
school as Eric Dressler and Spencer 
Tracy, and such an _ ingratiating 
actor as Richard Taber keep the 
doughboys cocky in the lobby of the 
Dugout Club, where the war spirit 
goes over into personal relations of 
1929. When Eddie Perkins meets 
Mike Kelly for the first time since 
the armistice, their arm and back | 
muscles automatically draw tight. 
‘“‘Who is that fellow?’’ the motherly 
hostess inquires in mild surprise 
when Perkins walks out of the room 
‘Oh, just a guy I met in the war,”’ 
says Kelly with a deprecating ‘ges- 
ture. ‘‘Well, what was he?’’ the 
hostess continues, ‘‘a German?’’ Mr. 
McGoWan’s doughboys are funny 
that way. 

The story of the play lacks the 
vigor of the general expression. After 
sponging on the generosity of his: 
buddy for many years, Mike Kelly 
decides to crash through life as 
brilliantly as once he crashed through 
the war. He is penniless, but he is 
not humble. Through the good of- 
fices of a Wall Street broker, who 
still remembers with admiration 
Mike’s exploits in the war, he be- 
comes sinfully rich in no time at all, 
lives in grand style at the Ritz-Carl- 
ton and deserts his Dugout Club 
buddies completely. Not content with 
living on the fat of the stock broker’s 
market information, he shares the 
broker’s painted lady on a part-time 
and covert arrangement. When ne is 
caught by the broker, the Ritz-Carl- 
ton detective and his old pals, all at 
the same time, he is sold out as sud- 
denly as three months earlier he was 
brought in. Eight months later he 
wanders into the Dugout Club and 
shoots himself, thereby concluding 
the play as well as himself. 

According to secret information, 
whispered early this morning into 
the big ears of this department, only 
two nights ago he was receiving, at 
the last curtain, a legacy of $35,000 
from an aunt, and so thrown back 
on the loose life again. There is a 
big lesson in the new ending. Never-

Committee Will Ask | Police to Keep 
Trucks From Blocking Highway. 


Steps to ease the congestion on 
Twenty-third Street were recom- 


mended at a recent meeting of the 
traffic committee of the Twenty- 
third Street Association, the commit- 
tee reported yesterday. One step is 
a request for mounted police details 
to prevent vehicles backing in to the 
curb to load and unload, a practice 
which materially reduces. the space 
available for traffic.

LOEW OFFICERS FIGHT 
SUIT OVER ER SALE 3 TO FOX 


They Deny , $9,000,000 Loss to 
Stockholders in Stock Deal 


in Court Argument. 





The recent sale of Loew’s, Inc., to 
the Fox Film Corporation, attacked 


| as collusive by stockholders of the 


|former company, was defended in 


| the Supreme Court yesterday by 


counsel for the officers of Loew’s, 
Inc., who denied the sale was col- 
lusive or resulted in a loss to stock- 
holders. The denial was made before 
Justice Sherman during an argument 
in an action brought by Edward M. 
Stanton of Philadelphia, a Loew 
stockholder, who asserts $9,000,000 
was lost to him and other stock- 
holders. 

The attorney for the Loew officials 
told the court that Stanton did not 
become a stockholder until last Aug. 
27, six months after the sale. The 
court reserved decision upon the 
plaintiff's motion for an order per- 


mitting him to examine the officials 
of both companies who effected the 
sale. Leopold Friedman, attorney 


for Loew’s, Inc., asked that the mo- 
tion be denied. 

As he is unaware of the terms of 
the contract between the two com- 
panies, Stanton’s counsel declared, 
he must obtain details to get the 
material for his complaint. The at- 
torney said Loew stock never rose 
above $84 this year although Loew 
officials received $125 a share, 
‘“‘pocketed the profits and prevented 
the stockholders from participating.” 

Victor M. House, one of Stanton’'s 
lawyers, declared outside of court 
that Nicholas M. Schenck, David 
Bernstein and Arthur Loew, as offi- 
cers, violated, by participating in the 
sale, a fiduciary relationship they 
bore to the Loew stockholders by 
selling to a competitor. The trio got 
together, the attorney added, 450,000 
shares of Loew stock, representing 
about 30 per cent of the total, which 
would give control of the company to 
the Fox corporation. About 200,000 
shares of this stock, he said, be- 
longed to Mrs. Marcus Loew, widow 
of the founder of the company, who 
received $102.50 a share. he differ- 
ence between this and the $125 
reputedly paid by Fox amounts to 
about $9,000,000 on the 450,000 shares, 
which was ‘‘a sort of commission’’ 
retained hy Nicholas Schenck, Bern- 
stein and Arthur Loew for giving 
the Fox company control of Loew's, 
Inc., Mr. House asserted. This was 
denied by Leopold Friedman, counsel 
for the defendants.

Tariff Hand. He has wintered and| 
summered with American protective | 
theory and practice, and as a mem-| 
ber of the Tariff Commission got a’ 
great deal of first-hand information | 
about the hopes and fears, the mo- | 
tives and intrigues, the immense | 
labors and disappointments of our | 
tariff-makers. In his article in the | 
issue of Foreign Affairs for October | 
he discusses the subject with ad-| 
mirable calm and judicial poise. To. 
him it is certain that the great) 
forces of invention and commerce | 
will in the end prove too strong for | 
the puny efforts of the framers of ; 
our high tariff. They seek to pro- | 
tect American industries which have | 
long since passed beyond the need 
of protection, and to shut out spe- 
cial classes of imports which depend 
upon ingenuity or taste or individual 
handicraft as opposed to our mass 
production, and which will be bought 
here in certain quantities no matter 
to what height the tariff rates are 
pushed, This is mow an old story, 
illustrated by the different Ameri- 
can tariff laws of the past fifty 
years. 

It is not so much the effect upon 
European trade that Professor TAUs- 
SIG deprecates as the effect upon 
European feelings. We profess to 
cesire to live on the most friendly 
terms with foreign countries, but 
whenever we set about making a 
new tariff we instinctively fall into 
the language of war. That is one 
great reason why, as Professor 
TAUSSIG observes, “ tariff legislation 
“is a perennial source of inter- 
“national mistrust and irritation.” 
Defenders of the tariff fall almost 
unconsciously into the phraseology 
of warfare. They talk of “ attacks” 
upon native industry, of ‘“ defense ” 
against “invasion” of our markets 
by foreigners, and so on. Almost 
unheard are the voices which speak 
of profitable commercial relations, 
and of an international trade which 
means gain for both sides engaged 
in it. 

If there is to be provoked a war 
of tariffs,.the United States cannot 
wage it with so great an initial ad- 
vantage as we used to possess. This 
is a.point made by another writer 
on the same subject in the same 
quarterly review. M. ANDRE SIEG- 
FRIED, who is personally against any- 
thing like a foolish resort to trade 
retaliation, shows how easily and 
successfully: it might be. employed 
by Europe against the United States. 
This is because of the great change 
which has come in the nature and 
composition of American exports. 
In the old. days of the McKiniey 
tariff-our sales abroad were nearly 
all of raw materials and foodstuffs. 
European nations simply had to buy 
these products of us, and could not 
think of retaliatory legislation to 
shut them out of their markets.. But 
today manufactured goods consti- 
tute a large fraction of our exports, 
and it would be quite possible for 
France or Italy or Germany to levy 
customs duties upon them so bur- 
Gensome as almost to destroy our 
commerce ‘in such articles. In other 
words, today the United States is 
vulnerable where once it was vir- 





tually immune. This is certainly a 
season why we should walk warily 
. FJ

in the matter of high tariffs, which 
might prompt even higher tariffs 
abroad to our own serious hurt. 
Above all, a realization of our new 
and exposed position in this busi- 
ness ought to make us see the folly 
of using a belligerent tone when we 
are proposing to enact new tariff 
rates, 

Professor TAUSSIG does not omit 
to note the inconsistency between 
the endeavor of our protectionists to 
exclude foreign goods and their de- 
mand that the war debts owed to 
us shall be paid. He refers particu- 
larly to the “triangular trade,” 
through which payments by exports 
are, in effect, made to us, but re- 
marks that we are doing our best 
to head that off by making every 
effort to enlarge our own sale of 
manufactured goods to South and 
Central America, Australia and the 
Orient. The result is very much like 
running up against a stone wall. 
“We cannot prevent European goods 
“from coming to us direct, then sub- 
“stitute our own goods for theirs in 
“the countries whence we do admit 
“ imports—and then say to our debt- 
“ors, You must send us something 
“or other!” This sort of thing 
throws an entirely wrong atmos- 
phere about what should be a busi- 
ness transaction. Professor TAUSSIG 
urges us to clear away suspicion and 
enmity when we are talking of trade 
with other countries. We ought to 
treat the foreigner as we would 
wish him to treat us, and not regard 
him, simply because he wishes to 
sell us goods, as an intruder and an

_| by the Franklin County grand jury, 


which has been investigating a phase 
of the political row that arose in the 
State over what is euphemistically 
called “ free textbooks.” Governor 
SAMPSON has been charged with a 
violation of law by accepting, as ex 
officio member of the State Text- 
book Commission, a gift, presumably 
books, from a publisher. Other mem- 
bers of the commission, accused not 
only of receiving the books but of 
selling them to second-hand dealers 
afterward, have been similarly ar- 
raigned. An immediate trial is de- 
manded by all concerned, which will 
be followed with interest not only 
by outsiders who are interested in 
all turns of political strife but by 
those who appreciate the picturesque 
and imaginative touches which Ken- 
tuckians give to all their contro- 
versies. 
Governor SAMPSON’S fate has been 
that of any official of one party 
whose Cabinet is made up of the 
members of the other. The illiber- 
ality of his Democratic rival, Mr. 
BECKHAM, and the unpopularity 
among Democrats of Mr. BECKHAM’S 
Managers and counselors, resuited 


|in the election of Mr. SAMPSON, a 


Republican, by 40,000, while the 
Democratic Lieutenant Governor and 
all other Democratic candidates were 
successful. One of the Governor’s 
issues was “ free textbooks,” and his 
struggie to carry out this campaign 
pledge has been resisted by all the 
forms of obstruction in which Ken- 
tuckians are skilled. He succeeded 
in having the Legislature pass a law 
making textbooks free in the schools, 
but the Court of Appeals rejected 


the contingent financing plan and so | 


the books are not yet forthcoming. 
In the midst of dissension over new 
financing schemes comes the grand 
jury action, which, if it were not the 
indictment of a Governor for a mis- 
demeanor, would seem only amus- 
ing. To construe the acceptance by 
the commissioners of sample text- 
books as “gifts” from interested 
publishers, the implication being 
that this would tend to corrupt the 
official jury, appears thoroughly 
legalistic. But Franklin County is 
Democratic, and the public prosecu- 
tor obviously is in a mood to make 
difficulty for one who is flippantly 
referred to by opposition press 
as “ Flim Flam LEM.” 

When in the mood to do it, Ken- 
tucky can put on a thrilling show of 
this sort. With every appearance of 
gravity the native orators can rep- 
resent saint as devil and ordinary 
mortals as either. The Textbook 
Commission has long been a favorite 
tilting ground for the politicians. 
For here the little, bookless children, 
their enlightenment stifled by thieves 
in office, can be wept over. The lit- 
tle red schoolhouse can be dwelt 
upon with quavering voice. And 
some one is certain, nearly always, 
to mention the iniquity of the Dar- 
winian theory.

MR. M’KEE’S WARNING. 


President MCKEE’s talk about mu- 
nicipal extravagance contains a 
sober warning which carries addi- 
tional force because it comes from 
one in a position to speak with 
authority. What he said had general 
application to the cities of the coun- 
try: in recent years the cost of 
municipal government has grown at 
a pace which is indeed “ altogether 
“out of proportion to services ren- 
“dered.” But the President of the 
Board of Alderman did not hesitate 
to seek illustrations of this menac- 
ing trend right here in New York, 
where the annual budget has mount- 
ed to dizzying heights. It is per- 
haps too much to expect that his 
words will bear fruit at the coming 
sessions of the Board of Kstimate, 





called to deal with the budget for 
1930, though some gesture of re- 
trenchment is to be expected in a 
campaign year. Sooner or later, 
however, the day of reckoning must 
come. 

Mr. McKEE thinks that it may 
come “sooner than most of us ex- 
pect.” It is easier to forecast where 
the shoe will pinch than when the 
pain will first be felt. So long as 
assessments continue to rise at the 
amazing rate of $1,500,000,000 a 
year, city fathers have little to worry 
about. The chairman of the Board 
of Transportation can go ahead 
planning billion-dollar subways, rely- 
ing on the city’s increased taxing 
power to meet the deficit, and the 
Mayor can feel free to tell the Citi- 
zens Committee that it does not 
make much difference to him how 
much money the city spends, pro- 
vided it is expended to good pur- 
pose.

The many culprits caught are 
probably few in comparison with 
those that escape. Why “pick on” 
persons beyond the jurisdiction for 
defiling the sanctity of Topeka? 
Not long ago Mr. BURTON of the 
Sunflower Kansas City said that 
Kansas was “ the wettest it has been 
since 1881.” In the hotels he saw 
parties of young people, “some of 
“the best people in the city, reeling 
“from drink.” He saw a woman of 
20 so drunk that she had to be car- 
ried from the hotel to a taxi. Drink- 
ing at hotels,’card parties, dinners. 
The Legislature passed a resolution 
of censure upon this blabbing tongue. 
The face of Kansas must be saved 
no matter if the mouth is pressed 
to “ the bowl.” 

There is no reason to believe that, 
making allowance for the great dif- 
ference in circumstance and popula- 
tion, Kansas is notably dryer than 
New York. In her little cities, as 
in greater ones on which she looks 
with horror, energetic thirst-with- 
cash will have its way. There are 
interruptions by the enforcers, but 
the game goes on. There, too, the 
erring ruralist may, if he chooses, 
make his consolation undisturbed. 
Some Kansas editors admit the facts. 
Why make such an intolerable deal 
of pother because somebody says 
outside of the State in jest what 
is not infrequently said in earnest 
within it? 








THE LATEST BANK MERGER. 


The merger of the National City 
|and Corn Exchange banks undoubt- 
edly interests most people chiefly as 
giving America, for the first time, 
the largest bank in the world. In 
a way, it had been a matter of mor- 
tification that, with the post-war 
United States outstripping Great 
Britain in the field not only of in- 
dustry but of home and interna- 
tional finance, London should still 
possess the premier institution, 
measured by total banking re- 
sources. With this new merger at 
New York, $2,386,000,000 resources 
pass under a single management, as 
compared with $2,303,000,000 shown 
jin its last report by the Midland 
Bank of London. This shift of su- 
premacy was bound eventually to 
come, however, granting conditions 
and tendencies of present-day fi- 
nance. Its sponsors are careful tc 
disavow the motive of competitive 
ambition; which, indeed, has prob- 
ably cut a figure mainly in deter- 
mining which of the greater New 
York banks should be the first to 
acquire world-primacy. 

In New York the process of amal- 
gamation has been carried out 
mostly by mergers of institutions in 
this city with one another; in the 
last three years this has altered the 
position of fifty institutions. In 
England the modus operandi has 
been principally acquisition by pow- 
erful. London joint-stock banks of 
independent provincial institutions 
which could thereafter be made to 
serve as branches. New York’s 
combinations have for the most 
part been effected since the war; the 
massing of resources through the 
British mergers was distinctly a 
pre-war phenomenon. The number 
of independent joint-stock banks in 
England and Wales has been re- 
duced only ten since 1918 and only 
three since 1923, and in Scotland the 
number has not changed at all. But 
in the fifteen years from 1895 to

Whether this is the soundest way 
of bringing about the union of sep- 
arate banking institutions may be 
debatable; as a matter of general 
principle, ‘“ holding companies” for 
banks are open to serious criticism. 
But the purposes announced in the 
new proposal at least follow the 
tendencies of the day.

PLANS FOR SARATOGA. 

Mr. BARUCH’S outline of the plans 
of the State commission for the de- 
velopment of the State-owned baths 
at Saratoga suggests the thorough- 
ness with which his organization is 
preparing to develop the opportuni- 
ties of making this into the most 
valuable hydrotherapeutic centre in 
the United States. With a wise rec- 
ognition of the benefits to be derived 
from studying the experience of 
other similar establishments, a group 
of medical men has been making a 
thorough survey of German and 
French spas and gathering material 
about the methods of the Japanese, 
who are great users of mineral 
springs. Their recommendations are 
not yet published in detail. But the 
very fact that the subject is being 
approached from every possible angle 
indicates that the final plans will 
be such as to make the best possi- 
ble use of the natural advantages. 

One of the most interesting of Mr. 
BARUCH’sS suggestions is that a re- 
search laboratory be established at 
Saratoga to continue study of hydro- 
therapeutical technique throughout 
the world and to advise in adapting 
and perfecting the practice at other 
spas. Such an organization might 
be of benefit to other mineral bath- 
ing establishments in the United 
States. So little thorough study has 
yet been made of American waters, 
and so few of the known medicinal 
springs are properly used, that there 
is much to be done in this field. 
Although it might seem that the 
development of other spas would be 
harmful to Saratoga, it is clear that 
anything which encourages Ameri- 
cans to use therapeutic waters will, 
in the long run, enhance the popu- 
larity of Saratoga, which is the old- 
est, best known and most varied of 
such establishments in America. 

Governor ROOSEVELT last June 
spoke of the plans to erect large 
bathing pavilions and rooming ac- 
commodations. It would seem that, 
until the final recommendations of 
the medical men are accepted and 
acted upon, extensive construction 
would be premature. The recently 
finished new Lincoln baths will 
make it possible for more persons to 
use the available springs. Fortu- 
nately, the facilities are such that 
the delay in making the final im- 
provements will not be a serious in- 
convenience. It is better that the 
commission take its time and make 
the most comprehensive recommen- 
dations. As Mr. BARUCH has pointed 
out, the development of the baths 
depends on the cooperation of ex- 





this assured, the public will wait 
patiently, confident that when their 
work is done, Saratoga will be as 
highly regarded from the scientific 
point of view as it has long been 
popular for other reasons. 








TALKIES IN FRANCE. 


If the talkies had not arrived on 
the scene in this country, or if they 
had becn commercially unsuccess- 
ful, the quarrel between French 
movie makers and Hollywood could 
not have been settled so speedily.

“ORIENTATION.” 


It is doubtful if a better definition 
of the objective of a liberal college 
has been made than that which 
President HOPKINS of Dartmouth 
framed in his address at the open- 
ing of the 161st year of that once 
“little college,” now loved by a num- 
ber exceedingly large, and sought by 
so many that, as a sophomore com- 
plained, it has become “ too indepen- 
dent.” After differentiating this 
American institution from the tech- 
nical school, and the “truncated” 
junior college from the undergradu- 
ate departments of universities, he 
describes this type of college as in- 
terested, by contrast, in all human 
thinking rather than the develop- 
ment of ideas in a specific field. 
From this general survey of higher 
education the definition emerges, 
with some sense of orientation in 
time rather than in space: 

The objective of the liberal col- 
lege is to stimulate minds to ac- 
tivity in consideration of present- 
day problems under restraint of 
lessons of the past and under spur 
of imagination as to the possibili- 
ties of the future. 

There is no place in it for a mind 
that is not active in all three tenses. 
The mind that interests itself merely 
in the past, that depends entirely 
upon the written word, produces the 
bookish man. The mind which looks 
to the future alone, knowing naught 
of the past, may find one idea of 
worth but at the hazard of a “ thou- 
sand avoidable mistakes ”’: 

An individual or a generation 
which ignores its continuity with 
the past is incapable of understand- 
ing its relation to the present and 

renders itself sterile for participat- 
ing in the future. 

It is in the habit of courageous 
response to contemporary life that 
these relationships to the past and 
future furnish leadership in the pres- 
ent. The youth of America least of 
all should let their enthusiasm be 
dulled or their aspirations circum- 
scribed with such a world before 
them. Education is not merely an 
orientation that adjusts one to en- 
vironment; it involves struggle to 
conquer. If youth abandons the 
buoyant attitude toward the present 
and strikes the pose of passivity, 
which is a phase of pessimism, it 
slips into the absurdity that follows 
artificiality. It is in the spirit of 
the times or in the attitudes taken 
by groups or generations that the 
difference lies, since natural attain- 
ments and mental capacities cannot 
vary so greatly as to account for the 
differing achievement. 

“The single flight of a fearless 
youth” has done more to promote 
good-will than “ provincial legisla- 
tures can destroy.” There suddenly 
comes now and then a rehabilitation 
of the spirit of mankind in the pres- 
ence of a courageous response to the 
challenge of environment—one that 
makes us know that “ dour rationali- 
zation” is not all. If such an ad- 
dress could be heard by all the col- 
lege youth in America, it should stir 
them to see themselves as pioneers 
in a new age and oriented in time 
instead of mere space.

THE WORK OF THE Y. W. C. A. 


Largely Self-Supporting, It Still 
Needs Financial Assistance. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation of the city of New York 
has been serving young women since 
1870, changing its program to meet 
the needs and the demands of suc- 
ceeding generations. 

Beginning with one room, one 
worker, thirty-one members and an 
expenditure of $1,191 for the first fif- 
teen months of its existence, the 
Y. W. C. A. now carries on its work 
in seventeen branches and centres in 
Manhattan and the Bronx, in four 
Summer camps, draws its member- 
ship from sixty nations and spends 
$1,865,000 annually. Eighty per cent 
of this budget is derived from oper- 
ating income. Because of the free 
and partly free services, such as the 
religious work, religious education, 
room registry, general club work, 
work with younger girls, case work 
and information work, it is neces- 
sary to secure 20 per cent of the an- 
nual budget by contributions or from 
income on endowed funds. 

As the Y. W. C. A. is so largely an 
educational organization, offering 
courses in more than 100 subjects for 
which more than 9,000 young women 
enrolled last year, it is fair to com- 
pare this high degree of self-support 
with that of colleges for women. 
Whereas the Y. W. C. A. is 80 per 
cent self-supporting and requires en- 
dowment to supply only 20 per cent 
of its annual expenditure, the aver- 
age educational institution is no 
more than 50 per cent self-support- 
ing. 

We believe that an organization of 
such civic importance, reasonably as- 
sured of permanence, needs an en- 
dowment sufficient for its mainte- 
nance and administration costs. 

Gifts and bequests to an endow- 
ment fund will aid in stabilizing the 
work of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association and will release cur- 
rent funds for new projects. 

We earnestly request readers to 
consider seriously this need of an 
organization which has worked for

MR. GALSWORTHY’S PLAY. 


“Exiled,” It Is Held, Did Not De- 
serve Objections of Critics, 
To the Editor of The New York Timese 

Tus Trmes’s recent editorial re 
|ferring to the so-called failure in 
'London of Mr. Galsworthy’s play 
‘‘Exiled’’ gives increased circula- 
tion to assumptions which are at 
least debatable. 

“‘Exiled’”’ is possibly the finest of 
Mr. Galsworthy’s plays, closer to 
life, more universal and more sig- 
nificant than his other dramas. 

The play is written much under 
the modern influence, with attention 
| to essential unity and the stream-of- 
| consciousness, with less regard to 
| technical structure. The critics ap- 
| parently failed to grasp what it was 
all about, just as the meistersingers 
did not recognize Walter, and for 
much the same reason. 

The play is all the more amazing 
in that Galsworthy has kept pace 
with the tempo of modern times 
rather than solidifying in the mold 
of 1912 or even 1920, as many of 
the critics have done. 

Those who objected to ‘‘Exiled’’ 
may be classed as the literalists in 
any art. The play dealt with the 
conflict between labor and capital, 
with the failure of the sheer mass 
production ideal to prevent unem- 
ployment, with the failure of the old- 
| Style individualism in business to 
survive. Such were some of the de- 
tails. 

The essential conflict, however, 
was that of the new sweeping in of 
ideas, ideals and ways of life in- 
evitably changing and driving out 
the old, with the final conclusion 
that there was always something 
about old England which would 
carry on. 

To complain, as most of the critics 
did, that the plot was not closely 
knit, that certain characters, such 
as the photographer, were too hur- 
riedly developed, isto miss the entire 
episodic and impressionistic treat- 
ment of the drama. It may be that 


when the play is produced in this 
country the minds of the younger 
critics here will be less solidified and 
more receptive. J. C. LO

He Advises Association to Condued 
Campaign of Education Among 
Interests in America.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 20.—A ‘warn- 
ing against an undue increase in the 
production of sugar in the ‘Philip- 
pines was sounded yesterday by Gov- 
ernor General Dwight F. Davis in an 
address before the Philippine Sugar 
Association, during which he urged 
diversification of crops. Copies of 
the speech were received today by 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs. 

After reviewing the recent pro- 
posal to limit the free entry of 
Philippine sugar into the United 
States, the Governor General pre- 
dicted that the fight would be con- 
tinued along other lines and men- 
tioned the more recent proposal to 
tax Philippine imports and return 
the money to the Philippine Govern- 
ment. 


He asserted that the insular gov- 
ernment, sorely as it needed more 
revenues, would not sacrifice the 
welfare of the Philippine people, and 
he expressed his opposition to the 
proposal. In a discussion of the best 
methods of meeting the attacks, his 
first suggestion was adequate pub- 
licity. 


Would Reassure Sugar Interests. 


“A second potent weapon,"’ he 
added, ‘‘is education, both in the 
United States and the Philippines. In 
the United States the sugar inter- 
ests should be reassured that the 
American market in the future wid 
not be swamped by Philippine sugar. 
If they can be convinced of this fact 
much of the opposition would disap- 
pear, as they are fair-minded men, 
seeking only to protect their own in- 
terest. 

“This puts a serious responsibiliiy 
on the Philippine sugar interests and 
others interested in the prosperity of 
the country to oppose in every way 
an undue increase in the production 
of sugar. The promotion of unneces- 
Sary new controls should be dis- 
couraged. Planters should be taught 
the importance of diversifying their 
crops. 

“The growing of tropical products, 
for which there is a constantly in- 
creasing demand and a world under- 
production, should be encouraged, 
while the increased production of 
products in which there is already a 
world overproduction should be dis- 
couraged, 

“The Philippine Islands, with its 
wide range of climate and soil condi- 
tions, should produce a much larger 
proportion of the food consumed in 
the country than is being produced 
at the present time. 

“The annual importation of more 
than 27,000,000 pesos’ worth of food- 
stuffs, including nearly 5,000,000 
pesos’ worth of rice, of 13,000,000 
pesos’ worth of meat and dairy prod- 
ucts, and of relatively large quantie 
ties of such products as cacao, cof 
fee, peanuts, tropical fruits and vege- 
tables, and eggs—all of which can 
be easily and cheaply produced in the 
islands—constitutes a serious and an 
unnecessary drain on our resources, 


Cites Dependent Position. 


“If there should unhappily be a 
war in the Far East, the fact that 
we are depending on outside sources 
for such a large amount of food- 
stuffs would very seriously affect 
the islands. and particularly the 
poorer people. Efforts to prevent 
an undue increase in the production 
of sugar would show good faith as 
well as good sense, and would mini- 
mize if not end the opposition. 

“Finally, we should cultivate the 
closest possible trade and other rela- 
tions with as many different Ameri- 
can groups and interests as pcssibic. 
American farmers and other busi:iess 
men should be induced to thi- of 
the Philippine Islands as goo. us- 
tomers for their products, er 
than thinking of them as .:m- 
petitors. 

“In the last twenty years. the 
importation of dairy products from 
the United States has increased from 
210,000 pesos to more than 6,000,000 
pesos; wheat flour, from 1,000,000 
pesos to over 9,000,000 pesos; cotton 
goods, from 1,300,000 pesos to 30,800,- 

pesos; iron and steel products 
from 1,600,000 pesos to 31,600, 
pesos; paper and its manufactures, 
from 445,000. pesos 
pesos; mineral oil, from 1,300,000 
pesos to 14,200,000 pesos; and the 
total imports have increased from 
10,200,000 pesos to 168,700,000 pesos. 

“Recently a suggestion was made 
by a group of Filipinos studying the 
tariff question that articles which 
could be supplied to the islands both 
by the United States and by foreign 
countries should be subjected to 
sufficiently high duties to give rea- 
sonable protection to Philippine and 
American goods, but not so high as 
to establish monopolies. While I am 
not prepared to endorse specifically 
this proposal at the present time, it 
is an example of a friendly measure 
which would be an expression of 
appreciation for the tremendous 
advantage which the protection pol- 
icy of the United States gives to the 
products of the Philippine Islands.”’

OF HEART ATTACK 


County Clerk, Stricken in His 
Brooklyn Home, Lives Only 
a Few Hours. 








WAS AWAITING McCOOEY 





Planned Trip to Fair With Old 
Friend—He Was 57 Years Old 
—Many Pay Tribute. 





County Clerk William E. Kelly, at 
one time postmaster of Brooklyn, 
died early yesterday morning at his 
home, 884 St. John’s Place, in that 
borough, 
stroke at 2 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon. 

Mr. Kelly passed into a coma when 
first stricken and never regained con- 
sciousness. At his bedside when he 
died were his wife, Mrs. Anna Hen- 
rahan Kelly; his son, Edward L. 
Kelly; his daughter, Adele Regina 
Kelly, and John H. McCooey, Demo- 
cratic leader of Kings County, one 
of Mr. Kelly’s closest friends. 

Mr. Kelly felt slightly ill when he 
arose on Thursday morning but did 
not think his ailment was serious. 
Mr. Kelly and Mr. McCooey planned 
to go to the Mineola fair, and he 
was stricken while waiting for the 
arrival of Mr. McCooey. 


Flags at Half Staff. 


Following his death, Borough 
President James J. Byrne ordered 
the flags of all public buildings to 
be placed at half staff for thirty 
days. Postmaster Albert Firman got 
permission from Washington to 
lower the flag on the Federal Build- 
ing for the same period. 

The funeral will take place on Mon- 
day morning with a solemn requiem 
mass in the Roman Catholic Church 
of St. Gregory, Brooklyn Avenue and 
St. John’s Place.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Admiral of the 
Fleet Sir Hedworth Meux, 73 years 
old, died today at Danebury, near 
Stockbridge, Hampshire. 

He was not only a distinguished 
sailor but a stanch supporter and 
keen sportsman on the turf. 

As ‘‘Lucky Lambton” he was the 
hero of the siege of Ladysmith in 
the South African War, reaching the 
rank of Captain at 33. 

He assumed the name Meux in 1911 
in conformity with a clause in the 
will of Lady Meux, widow of a noted 
brewer, under which he received 
$3,750,000 and became the owner of 
Theobalds Park, historical estate in 
Hertfordshire. 


Held to Have Saved Ladysmith. 


British Official Wireless Broadcast Press 
to The New York Times, 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Admiral of 
the Fleet Sir Hedworth Meux, whose 
death is announced today, was asso- 
ciated with one of the important epi- 
sodes of the South African War. He 
was then Captain Lambton. 

General Sir George White had been 
forced to concentr&te his forces on 
Ladysmith and act on the defensive. 
He had only light artillery, and his 
chances of withstanding the attacks 
of the Boers were small. Naval as- 
sistance had been asked for and His 
Majesty’s ship Powerful, with Cap- 
tain Lambton in command, was sent 
to Durban. 

On her arrival on Oct. 29, 1899, 
the Powerful’s 4.7-inch guns, pre- 
viously mounted for use in the 
field, were landed immediately and 
sent with a naval brigade under 
Lambton to Ladysmith. The arrival 
of these reinforcements undoubtedly 
gaved Ladysmith. 


Befriended Lady Meux. 


By his brilliant exploit in the Boer 
War, Admiral Meux, then Captain 
Lambton, not only rendered vital aid 
to the besieged in Ladysmith, but 
attracted the interest of the eccen- 
tric and very wealthy Lady Meux, 


whom he had never met. The rea- 
sons for Lady Meux’s bequeathing 
him her fortune and estates have 
been variously stated. Admiration 
for his heroism and gratitude for his 
later cordiality at race meetings, and 
the friendliness of Lady Lambton are 
the usual explanations. Lady Meux, 
& former music hall and Gaiety 
Theatre actress, had been rebuffed 
by her husband’s relatives and, ap- 
parently, took the opportunity of her 
will to avenge these slights and to 
7 the kindness of the Lamb- 
ons. 
The wealth that thus came to Ad- 
miral Meux enabled him, for he nad 
previously been rather poor, to ac- 
cept the appointment as Commander- 
in-Chief at Portsmouth in 1916, a 
post that other naval men have had 
to decline on account of the costly 
entertaining involved. After holding 
this command for two years Admirai 
Meux sat in Parliament for a iike 
period as a Unionist Representative 
from Portsmouth. His name went 
on the retired list in 1921, half a 
century after he entered the navy. 
His long career included action at 
the bombardment of Alexandria and

TO HONOR MARSHALL 


Rosenwald Sets Up Endow- 
ment for Jewish Seminary 
as Memorial to Leader. 

















DIRECTORS ADOPT TRIBUTE 





Many Societies to Be Represented 
in Guard of Honor to Meet Body 
on the Leviathan Monday. 





Julius Rosenwald has given $500,- 
000 to the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary of America to set up an en- 
dowment to be known as the Louis 
Marshall Memorial Fund in honor of 
the Jewish leader, whose body is ex- 
pected to arrive here Monday from 
Zurich, Switzerland, where he died, 
Sept. 11. 

Cyrus Adler, president of the board 
of directors, announced the gift at a 
joint meeting with the Library Cor- 
poration yesterday in the offices of 
Felix M. Warburg, at William and 
Pine Streets. ; 

In making the offer Mr. Rosen- 
wald wrote that it had been inspired 
by a letter which Mr. Marshall wrote 
shortly before his death and in which 
he evinced his great interest in the 
seminary and in education in gen- 
eral. Mr. Rosenwald asked that the 
board of directors consider whether 
they wished to undertake to handle 
the gift. The board voted to accept, 
it was announced. Mr. Rosenwald 
had hitherto made small gifts to the 
seminary, totaling about $5,000. 

The meeting also adopted a resolu- 
tion expressing sorrow for the loss 
of Mr. Marshall. It paid tribute to 
“his distinguished career as an ad- 
vocate, as a citizen of his native 
State and of the United States, his 
services on behalf of industrial peace, 
his defense of the Jewish cause at 
home and abroad, his ardent labors 
in Paris before the peace confer- 
ence in 1919, his painstaking and 
earnest endeavors on behalf of Pales- 
tine culminating in the creation of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, his 
passion for justice and his defense 
of the rights of men wherever as- 
sailed.’’ 

It went on to recount his connec- 
tion with the seminary since 1901, 
when he was elected a director for 


life and chairman of the executive | 


committee, his election in 1905 as 
chairman of the board of directors 
and in 1924 as president of the board 
of the Library Corporation. During 
twenty-five years, it said, ‘‘no meet- 
=“ was ever held without him.’’

It is with deep sorrow that the Bogrd 
ot Directors of the Jewish ‘Theological 
Seminary cf Anrerica record the death at 
Zurich, Switzerland, on. Wednesday, Sept. 
11, 1928, of Louis Marshall, the President 
of the Board. His distinguished career as 
an advocate, ag a_ citizen. of his native 
State and of the United States, his ser- 
vices on behalf of industrial peace, his 
defense of the Jewish cause, at home and 
abroad, his ardent labors in Paris before 
the Peacé Conference in: 1919, his pains- 
taking and earnest endeavors on behalf of 
Palestine, culminating in the creation of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, his pas- 
sion for justice and his defense of the 
rights of man wherever assailed, are 
known and will be recorded by: other or- 
ganizations, , ' 

This Seminary he served for upward of 
twenty-eight years. 1n_1901 he was elected 
a Director for life and Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, in 1905 he became 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, and 
in 1924 President of the Board of the 
Library Corporation. Throughout this en- 
tire period, and in spite of ‘many pre- 
tions. ‘the Seminary was one of. his 
chiefest public concerns, During the quar- 
ter af a cent that he was Chairman. of 
the Board of Directors he gave .most 
careful attention to every detail of the 
management of the Corporation, No meet- 
ing was ever held without aim. He scru- 
tinized with, painstaking care every docu- 
ment that ha@ to do with the physical 
management of the Seminary. His interest 
in this management was contributory to 
the main purpose of the Institution, the 
yolsing of Rabbis and of teachers:-for the 
ewish communities of America and else- 
where, the ae a yt of a library and the 
promotion of Jewish learning, ith every 
sympathy for these objects he recognized 
the complete fr m of academic teach- 
ng and research, and at no time, either 
by direction or suggestion, endeavored. -to 
guide them. 

He was-a@ generous -contributor to the 
endowment fund. of the Seminary, to its 
Building Fund, to the Endowment Funds of 
the Teachers Institute, to the Library and 
in aid of scientific publications. Bookman 
as he was, the addition of rare and 
curious books and manuscripts to the 
Library interested him greatly and he used 
to examine and read with care lists of 
these which came into his hands from time 
to time. During a period when: the fi- 
nancial condition of the Seminary was dif- 
ficult, month by month he advanced funds 
to meet the current expenses and was not 
even willing that: others should be asked to 
share this with him. These and many 
other -serviees which. he rendered the 
Seminary we record with gratitude, but 
there is much more in our hearts to say 
of his devotion to Judaism and his clear 
recognition that its maintenance and de- 
velopment depended upon sound education 
and learning. He regarded our Institution 
as the keystone of 4 system which, begin- 
ning with the elementary school, would fur- 
nish the background in America for gen- 
eration after generation of Jews who, not 
in any blind or fanatical way, but .by 
being steeped ‘in’ the knowledge of the 
Bible, Jewish literature, the Hebrew. lan- 
guage, the works of our historians, philoso- 
hers and moralists; would have that. intel- 
igent appreciation which by a combination 
of faith, knowledge and reason would make 
them loyal sons of Israel. This was the 
dearest wish of his heart and to this he 
had meant to devote the past ten years of 
his life and so much more as God would 
give granted him, The untoward circum- 
stances of the Jewish world prevented him 
from carrying out this deeply cherished 
wish. Nevertheless he gave Jargely of him- 
self to this cause also, but chiefly td our 
Semjnary, Our regular gatherings at meet- 
ings with him were a source of deep gatis- 
faction, His methodical mind and hig lofty 
soul combined to inspire each one of his 
colleagues with the thought that in serving 
this board there had been given him the 
most distinguished honor he could attain, 

Louls Marshall was known to most as 
the Defender of his People. To us he is 
known also as the Defender of the Faith. 
May God grant to his children, to his 
sisters, to aJl his dear ones who survive 
him, consolation in the thought that many 
hundreds of thousands of people the world 
over share their grief and will hold his 
name as an imvnerishable memory.

Dear Mr. Untermyer: 

I have noticed with considerable 
interest and concern the testimony

IN MURDER OF ARTIST | 


Philadelphia Police Seek 2 Men 
Who Threw Away Bunch After 
Slaying of F. R. Whiteside.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—Detec- 


tives searched in vain today for the 
motive which led last night to the 
murder of Frank Reed Whiteside, 63 
years old, artist and instructor. 

A bunch of keys, one of whcih fits 
the front door of the Whiteside 
home, offered a lead which was be- 
ing pursued vigorously. The keys 
were found in the cellar of a room- 
ing house just around the corner 
from the murder scene, and ap- 
parently had been-tossed through an 
open: window by the fleeing slayers. 

A negro woman, who saw the keys 
thrown, described them as two white 
men, one about 25 years old, the 
other somewhat older. This served, 
in the opinion of police, to nullify 
an earlier theory that the slaying 
was the work of negro sneak 
thieves. 

There was no corroborative evi- 
dence, however, that the keys be- 
longed to the murdered man, despite 
the fact that one would unlock the 
door. There was, moreover, no sat- 
isfactory evidence that the victim 
was robbed, although three of his 
pockets were turn inside out. A 
valuable gold watch and other ar- 
ticles were left untouched.

King Albert’s sudden depar- 
ture from russels yesterday for 
Italy revived old rumors, and the 
time is considered ripe in view of the 
reconciliation of Church and State 
by the Lateran treaties. 

The ‘‘Soldier King’’ of the Belgians 
has always been popular among Ital- | 
ians. The royal family visited Rome 
some years ago, changing their resi- 
dence to the Belgian Embassy before 
visiting the fe) because the 
“Roman eae ’ had not then 
been solved. 

Prince Umberto is 25 years old and 
an active, soldierly Prince. Princegs 
Marie José is 23. It has been re- 
ported often that the Pope would per- 
form the religious ceremony if they 
should marry, but this is con red 
premature and even highly unlikely 
at present. The Italian royal family 
has not yet made its first formal call 
at the Vatican, though it is expected 
to take place this Autumn. 

If the wedding reports should prove 
true it is more probable that Cardinal 
Gamba, Archbishop of Turin and an 
old friend of the Italian reigning 
house, would perform the ceremony, 
the Pope merely imparting his bene- 
diction at the end of the nuptial 
mass.

Mr. Gilbert said he had a three 
weeks’ vacation and instead of 
spending it in France or England he 
and Mrs. Gilbert decided to make a 
short visit to their native land. They 
will spend six-days here before re- 
turning on the Ile de France. 

In regard to rumors that he would 
hold an important position in the 
Bank for International Settlements, 
Mr. Gilbert said: :

DOHERTY TO RETURN 
T0 BUSINESS SOON 


Will Resume Control of Interests 
After Trip to Europe With 
Wife, He Announces. 








HAS PLAN TO CONSERVE OIL 





Believes Government Could Put It 
in Force at Once—Criticizes 
Use of Liquid as Fuel. 





; : 

Henry L. Doherty, head of the 
Cities Service Company and an out- 
standing figure in both the public 
utility and petroleum fields, an- 
nounced last night that he was about 
to return to business after an ab- 
sence of nearly three years, due to 
illness, It was the first interview 
that he had given to newspaper men 
since he left his office in December, 
1926. In nearly an hour and a half 
of answering their questions, he said 
conservation of the oil of America 
was one of the most vital subjects 
of today, and he outlined a plan of 
unit operation of pools which he 
said the Federal Government had 


power to enforce at once. 

The date of his actual return to 
active control of his many interests, 
he said, depended entirely upon the 
European trip which he is about to 
make with his wife, whom he mar- 
ried in May. 

“Personally I feel well enough to 
5 and take another wallop at 
business tomorrow,’’. he said, ‘‘but 
my wife wants to go to Europe to 
see her daughter graduated from the 
University of Madrid, if she does, 
about Oct. 1. So I am ss. eee 
tg continue my recovery, an 
interested in that. If the AP “is 
ee rent as is expected, she will 

e received a degree of bachelor of 
arts before she is nineteen years old, 
a thing which her mother accom- 
plished in American schools.”’ ° 


No Trace of Illness 


. Doherty’s appearance did not 
bejie his words as to his physical fit- 
yess. Except for a slight stiffness of 
the little finger of his left hand, he 
showed no trace of his long attack of 
illness, and after the real questioning 
was started by the newspaper men, 
he replied with the same vigor and 
faultless memory of earlier years. 
He said that while he had kept in 
touch with the progress of his com- 
pany, and was well pleased with the 
progress which it had made, he had 
no definite ideas as to what opera- 
tion would engage his attention 
when he resumed active business. 

“T am inclined to the opinion, how- 
ever,’’ he said, ‘‘that for at least the 
first few months my whole work will 
consist of thinking. You know busi- 
ness for the last fifteen years has 
been on a plane where history fur- 
nishes no guides to present activity. 
In such an era as that there is a 
great deal of room for thinking and 
I have an idea that I will devote 
plenty of time to that when I once 
start. But I am not going to work 
so hard. I have put in a lot of hours 
of single days and I think I have 
been foolish in doing it, so to that 
extent I am not going to be foolish 
any more.’’ 


Oil Conservation Discussed. 


The interview turned to the con- 
servation of oil. As long ago as 
1923 Mr. Doherty submitted a plan 
of conservation to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and while this question does 
not affect the business of his com- 
panies, Mr. Doherty is an enthusias- 
tic oil conservatist. 

‘‘Lawyers tell me,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
the Constitution prohibits Federal 
measures that would permit the unit 
yp Teen of oil pools when they are 

diverse ownership, but I believe 
Congress will find that it has the 





power. Courts have held that the 
army had a right to conscript men 
and has even gone so far as to say 
that it -_ the right to conscript cig- 
arettes. I believe that any one wi 
agree oil is ly more im- 
portant to the armed forces of this 
country than cigarettes—not that I 
think this country ever could be de- 
feated if its oil stores were entirely 
depleted, but in such an event it 
would cost a far greater sum in hu- 
man blood than if proper amounts of 
oil were available. 

“Of course, we don’t know how 
much oil is left in the ground, — 
it is a fact that we are burnin 
every year more oil than has 
produced in the whole history of 
Pennsylvania. Half of the oil that 
is produced is being burned as fuel 
oil.instead of being used for purposes 
for which there is no substitute. It 
is being used for coal and other 
things and when the oil is gone there 
will be no substitute for it. While 
we don’t know how much is left. 
experts feel that we have taken out 
as much as there is left and produc- 
tion is increasing every year. 

“The method of operation is waste- 
ful. We don’t know what per cent of 
the oil we get out by not using scien- 
tific methods. A few years ago only 
one barrel was gotten out and fifteen 
were left in the ground and compara- 
tively recently as little as one barrel 
was gotten to the surface for each 
ten there were underground. The av- 
erage is probably about one in five 
now so that when we take a billion 
barrels a year out of the ground. as 
we are doing now, we must allow 
for that which has been left in the 
ground. unrecoverable by any pro- 
cess now known. 


Would Return Gas to Wells. 


“Then there is a tremendous waste 
of gas. All this gas should be re- 
turned to the ground to keep the oil 
remaining in the ground in the same 


condition of viscosity. It can be re- 
turned to the ground by catching it 
in a container at the mouth of the 
well and pumping it back in under 
pressure. This is being done to a 
small extent, but it should be a gen- 
eral practice if we are to obtain the 
full quota of oil that it is possible 
to recover.”’ 

‘“‘What do you think of the Califor- 
nia conservation law? he was 
asked. 

“T am tremendously interested in 
its outcome,’”’ he replied. ‘‘It is a 
step in the right direction, a half 
step, it is true, but still it is real 
progress toward the important goal. 
Personally I don’t think that it is 
framed properly to accomplish the 
most beneficial results, but I am 
watching its enforcement with tre- 
mendous interest, although it is prob- 
able that we won’t be able to judge 
results for five or six months.”’ 


His Plan of Conservation. 


‘Have you any metkod for con- 
servation?’’ 

“T think that oil pools should be 
operated as a unit, no matter how 


diverse the ownership. Under the 
present method and laws one man is 
permitted to rob his neighbor. You 
drill a well and you drain the oil out 
from under the land on all sides. The 
only defense that the owner of the 
other land has is to drill first and 
steal your oil. I think that it is pos- 
sible under the United States Con- 
stitution for Congress to enact a bill 
making it obligatory upon owners of 
oil land to operate the pool as a unit. 
Each land owner would share in the 
profits of the pool according to his 
acreage, and safeguards to protect 
adjoining lands could be contained 
in the bill by prohibiting a unit sec- 
tion from drilling too close to boun- 
dary lines of the pool until after ad- 
joining lands had been organized as 
a unit. 

“The government does this wiin 
oyster eds, in draining swamp 
lands, with riparian rights, and other 
industries where the action of one 
owner can injure the whole. I haves 
always believed that the majority 
should rule and I believe that it caa 
be accomplished in the oil industry.”’ 

Mr. Doherty admitted that there 
had been great opposition in the 
ranks of the oil industry to Federai 
control, but he said he felt that the 
larger companies were in favor of 
any measure that would permit of 
conservation because during the last 
two years the tremendous increase in 
above-ground storage and the tre- 
mendous production had made con- 
servation a question, the necessity of 
which could not be longer evaded. 





BANGOR RAILROAD 
AFTER NEW CAPITAL 


Executive Committee Wants to 
Increase Stock From 106,560 
to 141,792 Shares. 


?|PLAN PUT UP TO DIRECTORS 


Offering Would Be Made to Holders 
at $60 a Share—Funds Needed 
for Development. 


The executive committee of the 
Bangor & Aroostook Railroad has 
recommended to the board of direc- 
tors an increase in the authorized 
capital stock from 106,560 shares of 
$50 par to 141,792 shares, according 
to a notice sent to the New York 
Stock Exchange yesterday. The new 
stock would be offered to common 
and preferred stockholders at $60 a 
share in the ratio of one for each 
five shares of common held and the 
ratio of two shares of common for 
each five preferred shares. The of- 
fering of 35,232 shares is subject to 
the approval of the usual regulatory 
bodies. 

The Bangor & Aroostook common 
stock pays $3.50 annually. At the 
current price of around $87 the 
rights are worth about $4.50. The 
stock has phage strong lately and ha; 
sold as high as 90%. It closed yes- 
terday at 88%, off % point. 

Funds from the issue will be used 
partly to reimburse the treasury for 
amounts expended before April 30. 
Additional locomotives and improve- 
ments are contemplated and will be 
financed from the issue. 

In July, 1927, preferred and com- 
mon stockholders received the right 
to buy 29,360 shares of common at 
$60 in the same ratio as the current 
offering. There were 29,089 shares 
bought under this offer and the re- 
maining 271 shares were sold with 
the approval of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at more than $70 
a share. The date of the current of- 
fering will be announced later. 

The Bangor & Aroostook has re- 
ported increased earnings this year. 
Gross income in the seven months 
totaled $4,598,000, against $4,432,000. 
and net operating income totaled 
$1,339,000 against $1,295,000. 


Reading Placcs Orders for 1930. 

The Reading Company has ordered 
30,000 tons of 130-pound steel rails 
for 1930 delivery from the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation and the Carnegie 
Steel Company, a subsidiary of the 
United Steel Corporation. The order 
equals the one placed for 1929 de- 
livery. The Reading will soon order 
100 passenger cars for delivery next 
year to be used in electric service. 
The first section of electrified line 
will be opened next Fall between 
Philadelphia and Lansdale.

End of Constructive Stations Still

Abandonment of constructive de- 
livery stations on Sept. 25 by rail- 
roads terminating in New York was 
recommended yesterday by the sub- 
committee of the President’ Con- 
ference Committee, New York Rail- 
roads, in accordance with a previous 
announcement of the date.

LABOR SCARCE IN BELGIUM. 


Industrial Outlook Generally Favor- 
able, Commercial! Aide Reports. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The gen- 
eral condition of industry in Belgium 
is favorable, except for continued 
weakness in the textile mills and a 
less promising outlook in the window- 
glass factories, R. C. Miller, com- 
mercial attaché at Brussels, cabled 
today to the Department of Com- 
merce. 

The labor shortage, which he said 
is attributed chiefly to building ex- 
pansion and the program of road 
construction, has assumed increased 
importance, and some of the coal 
mines are reported to be 20 per cent 
undermanned. 

Retail trade is still slow, and pro- 
prietors of seaside resorts are com- 
plaining of insufficient ‘tourist busi- 
ness. 

An increase in Stock Exchange ac- 
tivities which was expected last 
month failed to materialize, and con- 
ditions are now stagnant. Call money 
is relatively high, Mya ee J about 4 
per cent since Sept. 1. ndustrial 
concentrations continue, with impor- 
tant mergers affectin; chemical, 
match, sugar and textile manufac- 
turers. 

The prolonged drought is damag- 
ing crops, and is chiefly responsible 
for the increase in the cost of living. 


Brazilians End Coffee Convention.

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CHECK PAYMENTS 
SHOW AN INCREASE 


Bteel Activities Continue Above 
Last Year’s Level in Spite 
of Recent Recession. 


WHOLESALE PRICES LOWER 


Four Per Cent Under Corresponding 
Week of 1928——Metal and Cot- 
ton Quotations Up. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The dol- 
lar volume of trade, as indicated: by 
check payments, covering the week 
ended Sept. 14, was considerably 
larger than in either the preceding 
weck or the corresponding period of 
1928, according to today’s weekly 
statement of the Department of Com- 
merce on business conditions. 

Steel plant activity showed a fur- 
ther recession, but was still well 
above the level of last year. The 
output of bituminous coal during the 
latest reported weck ‘was less than 
during the preceding period, but 
larger than a year ago. Crude petro- 
leum production declined slightly 
from the high level of the preccding 
week, but was far above last years 
output. 

Cotton receipts into sight were 
substantially higher than a year ago. 
Cattle receipts during the latest re- 
‘ ported week were slightly lower and 
receipts of hogs greater than a year 


ago. 

Distribution of commodities, as re- 
flected by freight car loadings for 
the latest reported period, continued 
substantially above the correspond- 
ing week of 1928. 

The general index of wholesale 
prices was unchanged from the pre- 
ceding week and was 4 per cent 
lower than for the same period of 
lest year. Iron and steel prices and 
copper prices also showed no change 
from the preceding week, but were 
higher than at this time last year. 

Cotton: prices were lower than for 
the preceding week but higher than 
for the corresponding period of 1928, 

Bank !oans and discounts remained 
at the same high level of the pre- 
vious week. Interest rates on time 
moncy were unchanged and those on 
call money higher than during the 
previous week. Rates on both classes 
were considerably higher than a year 
ago. The Federal Reserve ratio was 
greater than for either the preceding 
week or the corresponding week of 
last year. 

Stock prices receded slightly from 
the high level of the preceding week 
and bond prices showed no change 
from last week’s level. 

Business failures were more numer- 
ous than during the previous week, 
but somewhat fewer than a year ago.

Ponfidence That Last Quarter Will 
Be Active Is Unaffected by 
Drop in Stee! Output. 





The expected response to the needs | 


of the new season is becoming more 
widespread and more clearly defined 
gS continued cool weather stimulates 
j2les of men’s and women’s ready- 
to-wear clothing, knit wear, shoes 
g@nd other lines. There is general 
eonfidence in the prospects for Fail 
and Winter business, according to 
fre weekly business and trade re- 
views, despite the slight recession of 
activity in iron, steel and automo- 
biles. 

R. G. Dun’s review of business says 
in part: 

“Broadly — considered, probable 
trends for the last quarter of this 
year, which is soon to begin, are con- 
fidently viewed, and-so much in the 
way of progress already has been ac- 
complished that favorable annual re- 
sults are foreshadowed in most in- 
atances. The principal statistical 
barometers, with few exceptions, 
point in the direction of advance, 
while the important feature of rel- 
ative stability in commodity prices 
is maintained. 

“At their existing level, many 
wholesale quotations are on a basis 
which appreciably narrows profits 
dn individual transactions, competi- 
tion in selling having for a long time 
been a distinguishing characteristic. 
A corollary of. that condition is seen 
in the steadily increasing numbers 
of mergers in widely diversified en- 
terprises, in which respect the pres- 
ent year has been especially note- 
worthy. 


Summer Output Was High. 


“In viewing the present trend to- | 


ward decline in the rate of steel out- 
put, it is obviously important to con- 


sider the remarkable performance of | 


the Summer season. Operations dur- 
ing that period had been maintained 
at a point well above the average, 
with new high records established, 
and the absence of any appreciable 
let-down had occasioned wide com- 
ment. The situation now is one in 
which production is being adjusted 
in accompaniment of decreases in un- 
filled orders, and the industry is be- 
coming more dependent upon day-to- 
day business. Probable new demands 
for the forth quarter have not yet 
become clearly defined, but the oper- 
ations of some large ccnsumers are 
beginning to develop important pro- 
portions.”’ 

Bradstreet’s State of Trade says, in 


art: . 

wT Jobbing and retail trade displayed 
slightly more activity than a year 
ago, while industry, despite some 
slackening in iron, steel and automo- 
biles, was well above last year’s level. 
The drop in temperatures helped 
business.in domestic coal, and order- 
ing of furnace oil was described as 
the heaviest for the time of year on 
record. There were reports of frost 
from. some points in the Middle 
West, but damage to corn and other 
late crops does, not appear to have 
teen very serious. Grain prices 
showed slight losses on the week. 


Most Lines in Good Shape. 


“Cotton goods and woolens moved 
fairly well, while broad silks were 
rather quiet. The leading raw textile 
fibers all showed some price weak- 
ness, wool being very dull, presum- 
ably on the poor prices obtained at 
auctions held abroad. The cotton 


Market displayed some uncertainty 
as to the effect of recent ry ins on 
the crop and considered the possi- 
bility of the Yield showing some 
increase over the low September 1 
estimate. Leather was well taken 
and firm. Shoe orders were not 
quite so large as in previous weeks, 
but factories continued to operate 
actively at a better rate than a year 
ago on orders in hand. Makers of 
radio sets and tubes were busy. The 
furniture trade showed more anima- 
tion, and prospects for that line were 
thought to be ade bert than for some 
years past, this finding reflection in 
somewhat better buying of hardwood 
lumber. The hardware trade was 
only fair, and not much activity was 
expected to develop before colder 
weather helped the sale of winter 
lines.

DEFERS BUILDING DECISION. 


Justice Sherman Reserves Ruling on 
221 East 22d St. Structure. 


Supreme Court Justice Sherman re- 
served decision yesterday on the ap- 
plication by Henry Edward Blum, 
architect, to compel Tenement House 
Commissioner Deegan to accept plans 
for a $2,500,000 apartment building 
at 221 East Twenty-second Street. 

In the course of the argument the 
question arose as to ‘‘when a build- 
ing is under construction.’’ Corpora- 





tion Counsel Hilly asserted that the 


second tier of bricks must have been 
reached before the building is ‘‘un- 
der construction,’’ while former Su- 
preme Court Justice Mahoney in- 
sisted that this stage has been 
reached when the excavation is com- 
pleted and the foundations laid. 

The suit arose from the fact that 
in February Mr. Blum filed plans 
for a fifteen-story building in East 
Twenty-second Street under the pro- 
visions of the Tenement House law 
which required a structure of this 
type to have eight stairways and 
three fire towers. When the Multiple 
Dwellings law went into effect. he 
got permission to amend the plans 
so as to provide less stairway space 


and fewer exits as permitted under 
the new law. 

Mr: Hilly said that the archftect 
was trying to get the benefit of both 
laws while not complying with the 
stringent requirements of either.

SAYS OCEAN MAIL 
INCREASES DEFICIT 


Brown Tells Association: of 
Postmasters of His’ Plans 
for Reduction. 








PRESENT SYSTEM SCORED 





He Declares Cost Should Not Be 
Charged to Postal Service. 
Behymer Honored. 





SACRAMENTO, Cal., Sept. 20 
(P).—Postmaster General Walter F. 
Brown, addressing the convention of 
the National Association of Post- 
masters here today, disclosed plans 
he is formulating with a view to re- 
ducing the deficit in the operation of 
this department. 

“As a prerequisite to an attack 
upon the postal deficit,’’ Mr. Brown 
said, ‘‘an important change in keep- 
ing the department accounts was in- 
augurated with the beginhing of the 
fiscal year. 

“Heretofore the expenditures of the 
department for all of the services it 
performed had been charged to the 
expense of postal service. The de- 


partment renders a large volume of 
pestal service for which it receives 
no compensation, and furthermore it 
performs important and costly ser- 
vices which are essentially ‘non- 
postal.’ 

‘‘Perhaps the most notable example 
of this kind of service,’’ he said, 
the department’s share in the admin- 
istration of merchant marine acts. 
The cost of carrying ocean mails 
under the provision of the merchant 
marine act of 1928 for the current 
fiscal year will be not less than $12,- 
000,000 more than the service would 
cost under poundage rates. 

‘Under our new accounting sys- 
tem, the cost of ocean mail contracts 
in excess of poundage rates, the cost 
of penalty mail carried for the execu- 
tive departments and independent 
executive establishments, frank mail. 
‘tree in county’ newspapers, mail 
free for the blind, &c.; will not 
be charged to the expense of postal 
operations, but will be grouped to- 
gether under an appropriate head. 
The aggregate of our real postal 
costs and the difference will appear 
as a true postal deficit.’”’ 

Postmaster Arthur L. Behymer of 
Cincinnati was unanimously elected 
president of the association today. 
Mr. Behymer had served several 
months as acting president. 

The postmasters selected Detroit as 
their 1930 convention city.

TUTTLE TO ASK LAW. 
TO CURB BUCKET SHOPS 


Intimates He Will Recommend 
Licenses to Drive Swindlers 
Oat of Business. 


As a result of disclosures incident 
to his drive against bucket shops, 
tipster sheets and fraudulent stock 
salesmen, United States Attorney 
Tuttle announced last night that he 
would make to-a legislative com- 
mittee a full report with recommen- 
dations for constructive changes in 
the law which would protect not 
only the gullible investor, but the 
honest stock broker as well. 

His announcement contained an in- 
timation that he would recommend 
placing the stock broker under the 
same State licensing system that 
now governs the insurance broker 
and solicitor and the real estate 
broker and salesman. 

He declared that his study of the 
“financial speakeasy’’ situation had 
disclosed that ‘‘an army of ex-con- 
victs and other undesirable char- 
acters’ had been seeking, under as- 
sumed names and otherwise, ‘‘the 
broad away to easy money which 
the confidence game in multifold 
forms ass: ar in the financial dis- 
trict.’’ e issued the following 
statement last night: 

“The study made by this office of 
the situation as disclosed by com- 
plaints received here, and by the 
cases already made and convictions 
obtained, naturally forces considera- 
tion of what constructive measures 
might be possible, in addition to the 
ordinary processes of prosecution, 
for the protection and a 
ment of the honest brokers and for 
the safety of that portion of the pub- 
lic which is inexperienced and which 
readily falls victim to designing 
tipsters and bucket shop operators. 

“TI feel that the public judgment is 
rightly against too extended blue- 
sky laws and governmental regula- 
tion of promotions: and matters of 
| private investment, but the present 
| disclosures have revealed that, under 
assumed names and otherwise, a 
large army of ex-convicts and other 
undesirable characters seeks the 
broad highway to easy money which 
the confidence game, in multifold 
i og supplies in th> financial dis- 
rict. 

“No doubt a satisfactory number 
of this gentry can be sent to jail or 
driven out of the State by ordinary 
means of prosecution, but, as it 
seems to me, the present situation 
carries as one of its lessons that 
consideration should be given to 
ways and means of an administra- 
tive character which will tend per- 
manently to keep such people out of 
this important business and thereby 
protect that class of people who most 
need protection from their own inex- 
perience and susceptibility to skillful 
fraud. 

“The State, by law, has already es- 
tablished a licensing system for 
insurance brokers and solicitors and 
for real estate brokers and salesmen, 
although such agents do not physi- 
cally have custody of either the prop- 
erty or money of their clients. On 
the other hand, the dealer in securi- 
ties has custody of both the property 
and money of his client. Both pass 
through his hands and, in conse- 
quence, the investor must depend in 
a high degree on the integrity of the 
| broker. 
| “‘Furthermore, the stock broker 
| frequently is the inducing cause of 
jthe investment. It seems to me, 
therefore, that the Legislature might 
well consider the question of extend- 
ing to the stock and bond broker the 
licensing system already applicable 
by law to the insurance and real es- 
tate broker. 

“It is my purpose to submit to the 
proper legislative committee a report 
of the situation as disclosed by our 
resent investigation and prosecu- 
‘ions, together with a recommenda- 
tion that consideration be given to 
constructive measures for public pro- 
tection along the foregoing lines.”’

CITES DEATH OF WORKERS 





Illegal Use of High-Voltage Lines Is 
Also Among Accusations Aired 
at State Labor Hearing. 





Daniel Kiley, business agent of 
Local 3 of the Electricians’ Union, 
asserted yesterday at the State Labor 
Department’s inquiry into charges 
that contractors on city jobs were 
not paying the prevailing rate of 
wages, that incompetent electricians 
are being employed in the subways 


under construction. He also alleged 
that this work is being improperly 


done and endangering the lives of 
other laborers. 

Despite the legal requirement that 
only 110-volt electric light lamps be 
used, said Kiley, the subway con- 
tractor are using 220-volt lamps, 
which have already been responsible 
for several deaths. He explained 
that his understanding was that the 
higher voltage’ lamps were put in 
when the contractors lost many 110- 
volt lamps by theft,

WHITE LINES TO MARK 





Lanes on Straightaways, Two 
on Hills and Carves.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Colonel 
Frederick S. Green, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, has given 
his approval to the zoning of three- 


lane highways in the State as pro- 
posed by David Noonan, Superinten- 
dent of Maintenance of the Division 
of Highway. 

Heavy white lines to divide the 
highways, instead of the black marks 
now separating the concrete sections, 
will be placed on all of the main 
roads on straightaways, but at curves 
and on hills the three-way roads will 
be divided into two traffic lanes. 

Mr. Noonan believes that the new 
system will add to safety in dividing. 
for surveys have revealed that the 
heavy white lines have a tendency 
to keep automobiles in the two out- 
side lanes and leave the centre for 
passing. 

‘‘Fiowever, on curves and on hills, 
and where vision might be obsecured, 
the three lanes become two,’’ Mr. 
Noonan explained. ‘‘We will mark 
approaches to hills with one line, and 
this we believe will have a tendency 
to stop driving in the centre of the 
road where danger exists. 

“We found that 95 per cent of the 
drivers follow the policy of keeping 
to the right where white lines about 
five inches across are visible. This 
overcomes the danger of centre-of- 
the-road driving. We will post signs 
‘on roads to warn drivers to use the 
jcentre strip for passing only.”
